There is no indication, 
even the slightest, of whether 
the United States has prepared 
any fundamental discussions or 
long-range plans to aid our 
friends and neighbors to the 
south. 

They desperately are in need 
of this sort of ‘‘aid.’’ It would 
most certainly be welcomed if 
presented as an  all-America 
plan, with the United States as 
merely one of the participants, 
not the director. 

But the notion persists, even 
in Latin Amefica, that the Presi- 
dent’s journey is a_ political 
‘‘tour de force,’’ to prove to the 
voters of his country that he is, 
indeed, a hale and hearty man, 
even as his doctors have said. 
There is cynical expectation of 
a hand-shaking gathering, with 
much good will expressed, and 
no basically necessary proposals. 

If the President is able to do 
little more than put in brief 
appearances, the reaction will 
not be good. It may influence 
U.S. voters. But it will almost 
certainly have an iil effect in 
the Southern Americas.

Near Chaos 
Experts on Latin America 
view the present situation as 
generally chaotic and _ fluid. 
They feel that only commu- 
nism’s preoccupation with its 
own internal affairs, growing 
out of the death and downgrad- 
ing of Stalin, has prevented ma- 
jor activity in Latin America. 
Communism by no means ap- 
peals solely to the poor and the 
wretched. It has an even greater 
appeal to the middle class and 
to those educated persons who 
are frustrated and denied use of 
learning, skills and position. 
Latin America offers both op- 
portunities to communism — the 
depressed peasant class and dis- 
contented workers, plus an in- 
creasingly discontented student 
and white-collar class. The Span- 
ish-speaking nations have devel- 
oped a middle class which, if 
not numerically substantial, is 
large enough to make itself felt. 
There are clerks, teachers, of- 
fice workers, artists, writers 
and others who are caught, even 
as the peasants, in the squeeze. 
There is nothing surprising in 
the fact that Argentina, one 
of the major nations, still is 
troubled and without a confident, 
well-established government.

Beautiful little Guatemala of- 
fers perhaps the most patient 
leader, in the face of mountain- 
ous problems, Latin America 
has known in our time. This is 
Carlos Castillo Armas. It was 
but two years ago his army 
drove out a firmly established 
Communist government. With a 
large peasant Indian population, 
an economy almost. entirely 
-agricultural, and with the well- 
springs of nationalism, poisoned 
by the Communists, he has had 
to contend with political parties 
which refuse to unite to provide 
stable government, and with 
Communist propaganda and sab- 
otage. Yet he has resisted im- 
posing a dictatorship which; if 
it comes, must of necessity be 
harsh. ! 

Cuban plots against President 
Fulgencio Batista spring up like 
tropical plants, but his intel- 
ligence seems unusually able. 
Even in Brazil there is a large, 
and apparently ably directed, 
Communist party, which has 
hampered every government in 
recent years.

A Somber Reminder 


Operation Alert, the 6-day national 
civil defense exercise which began yes- 
terday, should serve a good purpose. If 
it does nothing except call the public's 
attention once more to the fact that the 
human race now has the means of self- 
destruction, it will have been worthwhile. 


Theoretically, the cities of Savannah 
and Augusta in Georgia are non-existent 
this morning. They were destroyed in 
brief atomic attacks yesterday. Survi- 
vors, if any, are attempting to find their 
way out of the desolation that is left. 


Public apathy about civil defense per- 
haps is best explained by a recent poll 
of several large cities. Most people be- 
lieved that they would be attacked with 
atomic weapons should a war occur. The 
majority "also were resigned to being 
killed in such an attack. This conclusion 


leads to an attitude of “‘what’s the use?” 


Admittedly there would be millions 
of casualties in case of atomic war. But 
there are other millions who would be 
able to escape if they knew what to do 
and if there were organized machinery 
to assist them. It involves training an en- 
tire population. Such a task is a stupen- 
dous undertaking. 

Much of the confusion about civil de- 
fense is due to official apathy which be- 
gins in Washington. This affects the en- 
tire apparatus down to the local level. 
There is still disagreement about who 
should foot the bill—federal government 
or the areas affected. While the Federal 
Civil Defense Administration has done a 
lot of good work, it has been mostly in 
planning. Congress leaves the funds 
angle to the cities and states and they, 
in turn, still look to Washington. 

President Eisenhower a few days ago 
asked for renewed emphasis on a 
tionally coordinated program. It is long 
overdue. While thousands of people have 
contributed freely of their time and 
enefgies, a really effective program must 
be properly financed and directed.

The Old Chattahoochee 


Has Another Customer 


Work on the filter plant for Gwinnett 
County’s water system is proceeding at 
a rapid rate. The plant is located on the 
Chattahoochee, 10 miles below the Buford 
Dam. On completion it will supply water 
for the county of Gwinnett, much of the 
unwatered northern half of Fulton 
County and perhaps parts of Jackson and 
Barrow counties. 

The Gwinnett system is one of the 
most forward steps taken in this area in 
many a year. Atlanta is spilling over into 
many counties. New homes and indus- 
tries follow the water mains as well as 
transportation routes, and Gwinnett’s 
aggressive move guarantees its own in- 
dustrial future as well as a place where 
those who work in Atlanta may live. 

The present plant has a maximum 
capacity of 10,000,000 gallons a day. 
Another plant is planned to draw water 
directly from Lake Lanier. 

Gwinnett’s new mains already are tied 
in with those of DeKalb, which together 
with the contiguous Atlanta, Cobb and 
Clayton county systems form a gigantic, 
if uncoordinated network. 

Those who deny the necessity of some 
sort ef coordinating metropolitan water 
agency should raise their sights above 
the Atlanta city limits. The foundation 
for it already has been laid, and firmly.

Ilsa F lourishing Tree 


The chiefs of government of the states 
of the Americas have congregated in 
Panama to discuss their mutual problems 
and to reaffirm the fine old principle of 
hemispheric solidarity. ' 

President Eisenhower is on hand, con- 
valescent still from his recent operation, 
but determined to lend his prestige to 
this important meeting. 

This is more than the usual routine 
gathering of*representatives of all the 
American republics. It marks the 130th 
anniversary of the beginning of the Pan- 
American movement, a real factor -in 
world politics and military strategy. Out 
of it some day should grow a confedera- 
tion of states more closely bound than 
now by economic ties and united in the 
common cause of freedom. 

The western hemisphere is made up 
of nations of two sharply different cul- 
tures, Spanish to the south and Anglo- 
Saxon to the north. For centuries the 
Spanish sector looked to Europe for trade, 
ideas and help. 

Since World War II, however, the 
Latin lands have become more interested 
in, and tolerant of the once feared Co- 
lossus of the North. And on its part, the 
United States has become fascinated by 
the Middle and South American nations 
as beautiful lands to visit, delightful 
places to live and loaded with opportu- 
nities for economic development. 

Misunderstandings still exist, and cer- 
tainly the United States has been rela- 
tively slow to take advantage of the 
many occasions to win permanent triends 
in these southern lands by countering the 
appeal of communism with economic aid. 

After 130 years, however, a good be- 
ginning has been made. And this, like 
previous conferences, will serve to ad- 
vance the cause of Pan-Americanism by 
at least another fraction.

A Significant Victory 


West German Chancellor Konrad 
Adenauer has won a major battle in the 
upper house of Parliament for plans to 
rearm Germany under the NATO agree- 
ments. 

While talk of proposed reductions in 
United States and British forcessenow in 
Germany may have influenced the vote, 
it indicates that the West-Germans are 
becoming more williny to raise forces for 
their own defense. 

The hard-headed German chancellor, 
meanwhile, continues to warn other West- 
ern governments that contemplafed cuts 
in troop strength would be a serious mis- 
take. He repeats his conviction that the 
change in Soviet tactics merely means 
increased danger. Reduction in conven- 
tional strength without a reduction in 
nuclear weapons, he declares, would give 
Russia all the advantages. 

Dr. Adenauer has become a giant 
among Western statesmen. The full story 
of his great contributions to the common 
cause of free nations is still to be told. 
Despite fanatics at home and the great 
natural urge to unify the nation at any 
cost, he has held firm to a course of no 
compromise with commuhism which 
would make Germany a Communist 
state.

Mr. Lee, therefore, is busily 
enlisting the interest and sup- 
port of citizens, not only of Me- 
Duffie County but of the state at 
large, in a language called In- 
terlingua, which is no one lan- 
guage, really, but a combination 
of many languages spoken by the 
Western world. 

“It would be rude and officious 
of us,’’ says Mr. Lee, ‘‘to expect 
everybody in the world to learn 
English. It is ridiculous to ex- 
pect that Americans—the average 
Americans, that is—are going to 
bother to learn French or Span- 
ish or German or Italian. 

“That,"’ says Mr. Lee, “is 
where Interlingua comes in. In- 
terlingua is a language which is 
a lot like English. It is also a 
lot like Spanish, French and 
Italian, So nearly anybody who 
speaks English or has ever had 
any high school Spanish or 
French can read a sentence in 
Interlingua and comprehend its 
meaning with almost perfect clar- 
ity. It is a wonderful system of 
communication.

I am the mother of a 1>year 
old boy. He is in the tenth grade. 
He seems to think it would be 
so nice if he could quit school 
and start working. He failed last 
semester and will not apply him- 
self in school. However, his 
teachers believe he can pass if 
he will try. 

He is allowed to date his girl 
friend once a week. Could you 
suggest now we can get him in- 
terested in school again? He 
reads your column, so I hope you 
will answer immediately. 


If your son quits school at the 
age of 15, he will be handicap 
ping himself for the rest of his 
life. A boy of his age, without 
adequate education or training, 
cannot expect to find a job with 
a good salary. Unless he hap- 
pens to find a very unusual work- 
ing setup, being in the lower 
salary brackets always will be 
his lot in life. 


In these days, when so many 
boys hot only are finishing high 
school but also college, a young- 
ster with only a tenth-grade edu- 
cation has little opportunity in 
the business world. Boys who ac- 
quire a high school diploma in- 
crease their opportunities to earn 
higher salaries and have a wider 
variety of occupations to choose 
from. 


In my opinion, the boy is not 
only handicapping himself a 
great deal if he quits school now, 
but his future family, too, if and 
when he marries. Just how to 
make him understand the impor- 
tance of staying in school is 
something you will have to work 
out.

ALBANY. July 20—Women here have taken 
art to heart.

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And Roast Something Extra Special Over the Coals, Like Corn or Bananas 
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There’s Big News in Grilling, 
Both Above and Below the Grate

Most anything goes these 
days on a grill. And there’s 


news above and below the 
grate. 
Once an outdoor chef has 


mastered hamburgers, steaks 
and grilled franks his creative 
genius takes over. Then he 
comes up with broiled rock 
Cornish game hen or a fine 
steak spread with sauce made 
of something exotic. 

Or he grills a clever accom- 
paniment like roasted ears of 
corn ar bananas grilled in their 
peel. 

BELOW THE GRATE 

But the latest technique, be- 
low the grate, concerns the 
fire. 

It’s nothing new to underline 
a fire in the grill with gravel 
or foil for even distribution of 
heat and to insulate the grill 
against intense heat. But 
vermiculite, an already well- 


known plant aid used in making (¢ 
to store | 

bulbs, and to condition the soil, | 
has been found to serve another | 


flower arrangements, 


purpose. 

An inch to an _ inch-and-one- 
half layer of vermiculite placed 
in a solid-bottom grill protects 
the grill from the intense heat, 
distributes the heat, saves char- 
coal and absorbs’ dripping 
grease so that there are no 
flare-ups during cooking. And 
it's economical to use. 

Once the charcoal has been 
lighted in a small pile and be- 
gins to burn well, the coals are 
spread in one layer about one- 
half-inch apart to cover the sur- 
face of the vermiculite. When 
they reach the hot coal stage, 
it’s time to cook. 

Vermiculite reflects heat 
and allows charcoal to breathe. 
Therefore less fuel is needed. 

Vermiculite is recommended 
to be used in any solid-bottom 
grill for any type of grilling, 
including using a rotisserie. 

Rock Cornish game hens 
sound fancy and they are, But 
they are simple to do, indoors 
or out. For a real gourmetish 
treat try them like this on a 
grill. (Broilers may also be 
done in the same way.) 


GRILLED ROCK CORNISH 


GAME HENS 
4 16-0z. or 2 24-0z. Rock Cor- 
nish hens 


14 cup soft butter or margarine 

1 tsp. grated lemon rind 
2 tbsps. lemon juice 
1 tsp. powdered ginger, or 
1 tsp. nutmeg 
1 tsp. salt, dash of pepper 

1. Use smaller birds if you 
plan to serve one to a person, 
the larger if two people are to 
be served from one bird. 
(Available frozen, these birds 
defrost in a few hours at room 
temperature. As soon as pli- 
able, rinse and dry with paper 
towels.) 2. Mix butter or mar- 
garine with all seasonings, 3. 
Spread a little in cavities of 
birds and truss. 

4. Insert the spit through the 
front and neck openings of the 
birds, forcing them close to 
gether. 5. Spread with butter 
mixture and place in position 
over the grill. 

7. Let small chickens remain 
over heat for 40 minutes — 
larger ones an hour. 8. Once or 
twice . during broiling brush 
with the soft, seasoned butter. 
9. When brown and tender, re- 
move from spit and serve gar- 
nished with lemon slices. 

For a good goalong try 
roasting ears of corn. Butter 
and season with salt and pep- 


per. Roast for 10 to 20 minutes 
wrapped in foil or left in the 
shucks. 


Or for something really dif- - 


ferent, try these grilled ba- 
nanas. 
BANANAS GRILLED IN PEEL 


Take a banana that has all- 
yellow or slightly green-tipped 
peel. That's because a less-ripe 
banana will stay firm during 
cooking. With a knife, make a 
lengthwise slit in the banana 
peel. Lifting the slit, peel just 
a little with knife or fingers, 
drizzle in a little honey all 
along the slit. 

Now put the banana to grill 
on a grate over glowing coals. 
The peel will turn black. The 
fruit inside will develop an ex- 
tra-delicious, mellow flavor 


everyone will like. 
To eat the fruit, just pull 


aside the peel and with a fork 
or spoon, eat the cooked fruit 
inside. 

Some people like their steak 
straight, done to a certain turn 
and without any seasoning at 
all. But this unusual sauce has 
a unique quality that blends its 
only flavor with that of the 
steak and the result is a per- 
fect combination, 


SAUCY GRILLED STEAKS 
14 lb. butter or margarine 
14 cup finely chopped onion 
12 tsp. aromatic bitters 

Salt and pepper 

1. Melt butter, add onion and 
aromatic bitters. 2. Broil steak 
on both sides, spread butter 
mixture on top side during last 
2 minutes of cooking. 3. Take 


steak off grill, salt and pepper 
to taste.

If nothing you eat seems to 
add needed pounds, take a 
fresh approach to gaining. In 
order to gain, calories must be 
in excess of your requirements. 
However, tension hinders in 
many ways. To begin with. 
tense muscles burn calories at 
a fast rate. Tension also leads 
to increased activity, which 
speeds up calorie § spending. 
But perhaps the most serious 
effect of tension is its reaction 
on appetite. 
TENSION 


Dr. John A. Schindler, in his 
helpful book ‘‘How to Live 365 
Days a Year’ (Prentice-Hall, 
NYC), describes how tension 
affects the muscles of the stom- 
ach, and in turn, the appetite: 
‘‘The stomach is one of the or- 
gans par excellence for the 
manifestation of emotions. The 
emotional activities of the 
stomach are felt by everyone 
every day. When the world is 
going well, we have a good ap- 
petite because the stomach is 
manifesting pleasant emotions, 


~ However, when things do not go 


well, we suddenly find we have 
entirely lost our appetites. 
When the muscles tighten be- 
cause of a certain variety of 
emotions, the resulting feeling 
is that of a lump in the upper 
abdomen.”’ 

There it is—tension tends to 
keep food in, the top of the 
stomach, and you feel full after 
only a few mouthfuls of food. 
All of this shows the impor- 
tance of relaxation, particular- 
ly of being relaxed at the meal 
hour. 

PATTERN FOR GAINING 

On the food score, here is 
the protective pattern for gain- 
ing: Milk, 4 glasses, or for 
economy, part powdered whole 
milk; eggs, 1 or 2; liberal serv- 
ing of meat, fish or fowl (liver 
once a week); vegetables: 
starchy vegetable plus two oth- 
ers; fruits: two or three, one 
being a citrus; bread, two 
slices per meal; butter, two 
pats per meal; cereal: hot 
whole grain preferred; des- 
serts: ice cream, custards with 
fruit sauce or pudding with cus- 
tard base. Increase food intake 
gradually. To add calories, 
have cream on fruit, add 
chopped dates or figs to cereal, 
have sauces on vegetables.
